of Balfour's maiden speech, followed 
so closely by today's defeat, gave 
opponents of the government some- 
thing definite upon which to 
base 


their demands for resignation. 


The government recently was de- 


feated in the house on a minor ques- 
tion relating to teachers salaries, but 
the ministry ignored the matter be- 
cause whips had not been put on and 
only a small house was present. 


Lloyd George's political enemies, 


embittered by successes scored by 
(lie premier in typical Lloyd George 
fashion since his return from Genoa, 
feel that now is the time they can 
most embarrass him by forcing the 
issue. With British delegates at the 
Hague carrying 
on the premier's 


Genoa policy, resignation of the min- 
istry probably would mean collapse 
of the entire project of reconcilia- 
tion with Russia.

be swept away.

Joyd George himself is ready to re- 
sign he will be able to weather the 
storm and continue in office until af- 
er the Hague conference. 


A general election is due in the fall
